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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons of Allowance 

This Office Action is responsive to the remarks filed on 1/25/08. Claims 2, 8, 24- 
27, 29, 31, 32, 34-39, and 41-44 are pending. Applicant's remarks filed in the 1/25/08 
request have been fully considered and are persuasive, therefore the former 35 USC 
1 03 rejections have been overcome. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments which contest the prior art's ability to teach or make obvious Applicant's 
claims for "a method of cleaning dishes in a dishwasher in accordance with a 
programmed wash cycle... the dishwasher comprising an upper spraying apparatus 
defining an upper spray plane and lower spraying apparatus defining a lower spray 
plane, the method comprising .. . determining a degree of soiling by determining a 
difference value corresponding to the difference between the turbidity values of the 
upper and lower spray planes ", inter alia, has been persuasive. It is found that the 
closest prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious these claim limitations 
incorporated into Applicant's independent claim. The closest prior art merely 
incorporates the use of a turbidity measure in measuring washing water in the sump of 
the apparatus, but is silent on whether the individual spray arms are measured for their 
turbidity values and then these values are compared. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
